never greater or more nassasiaf at

The successful AlUsd dofiBss asalo 
the day the bloodlesi yst sxpsri* 
enced by' the enemy, as attack after 
attack was smashed by artillery and 
Infantry fire. The Germans had al- 
ready suffered heavily on Sunday, 
when their concentrations of troops 
WON caaght aad shattorad hF gaatio. 
Thslr wavaa yaatsrday wsra mowad 
dowa aad tho British wings snd 
Fronch osntor nolthor boat aor hrokOb 



With The British Army, April 30. 
Ia froBt Of tho dofsadlag posltloaa 
gray aattonaad maa lay to gfoat 
numbers to-dsFf rsprs s s a tlag tho aw- 
ful price psld by the Oermans in their 
attack. This 'morning the Allied 
lines In Flanders were to all intents 
the same as when the Oeraums i 
ed forwsrd yesterday.
